He bath that greare# 
uuragt which is fo rarely found in others, 
who would be called Gentlemen, he dares be 
Religions in ſpice of the World. He ſets 
himlelfe, without betraying the leaſt timidi- 
y, againſt. the great Bugbeare , which fo 
ſcares moſt men, not onely out of their wits, 
but out of all good ations, ſtame , Or deri- 
ſor, Theſe are they which, as the Elephants 
in King Pyrrus his Army terrified the Ro- 
mas with their igious Bulke , do lo 
ifright he greateſt part of our Gentry, that 
they never leave ſiying till they tamble into 
the Bottomliſſe Pit together.
